Executive Committee. 


The executive committee shall con-

ARTICLE IX. 


Powers. 


All committees, individual members 


and officers shall report any delin- 
quencies in the enforcement of law to 
he society through its president and 
secretary. The society as a whole or 
he executive committee may convene 
and institute legal proceedings against 
offenders. 
No proceedings shall be 


determined upon without the presence 
of at least two thirds of the executive 
committee. 


ARTICLE X. 
Amendments. 


This constitution may be amended 


at any time by a majority provided 
he amendment has been offered at 
east one month before voting on it.

Mrs. Philpott leaves two daughters, 


Mrs. Sophia A. Findley, at whose 
home Mrs. Philpott died, aud Mrs. 
Delia Warner, both of Washington, 
D. C. She leaves also twelve grand- 
children and one 
great-great-grand 


child born about fourteen hours before 
the death of the aged woman. 


Mrs. Philpott was born December 


2nd, 1815, in the little hamlet of Brush- 
town, Adams Co., where her father, 
John Leonard, had been engaged in 
business. At the age of eleven years, 
with her parents and several brothers 
and sisters, she moved to Washington, 
and about 1830, or shortly afterwards, 
settled in Georgetown. From that 
time until she was married to Leonard 
Philpott, a native of Georgetown, be- 
tween 1835 and 1840, Mrs. Philpott at 
different periods lived in Baltimore 
with relatives, although she never 
gave up her home in the district. Her 
husband died about 32 years ago. 


Mrs. Philpott was a first cousin of 


Mrs. Mary Groft, of McSherrystowu, 
and had numerous relatives in that 
place, Edgegrove and in Conowago 
and in Union townships. Every sum- 
mer, for many years, she paid visits 
to these relatives, spending several 
weeks in this section. 


Mrs. Pbilpott enjoyed remarkable 


health for a person of her age until 
about two weeks ago, aud was con- 
stant in her attendance to her duties 
at the bureau of engraving and print- 
Ing. Two weeks ago she caught a 
Jheavy cold which settled iu her chest, 
find she was compelled to place her- 
self under the care of her family 
physician.

Paper Company was incorporated, 
the mills and the warehouse business 
in Hageistowu being merged. Mr. 
Stoneoraker was president 
of 
tbe 


company, which was capitalized, at 
$140,000. After the incorporation he 
turned over the business to his family 
employes, retaining for himself a 
small amount of stock. 


In 1679 he formed a partnership 


with his son, J. Ellsworth Stonebrak- 
er, aud his son-in-law, George Keller, 
for the manufacture of fertilizers, at 
Funkstown, under tbe firm name of 
J. W. Stonebraker & Co. 


Mr. Stonebraker was interested in 


many Hagerstowu industrial enter- 
prises. At one time he was connect- 
ed, at> director or in other official ca- 
pacity, with 18 companies, corpora- 
tions and associations. He was one 
of the organizers of the 
Windsor 


Knitting Co. He was owner ot the 
Balto. and Ohio Railroad station and 
warehouse at Breathedsville, which 
burned several mouths ago and is 
now rebuilding. He owned a large 
grain elevator at Charlton. He was 
also the owner of several tine farms, 
and left au estate valued at several 
hundred thousand dollars. 


For the past 20 or 25 years he was 


associated with the Hagerstowu Fair 
Association, being president for mauy 
years. 
He recently declined a nom- 


ination for president on account of his 
illness 
He was president of the Citi 


/ens' Development Company, a direc- 
tor in the Hagerstown Ice Company, 
and tbe Maryland Surety and Trust 
Company, and succeeded Dr. N. B. 
Scott as president of Rose Hill Ceme- 
tery Company in 1905. He was also 
president of the Middle States Loan, 
Building and Construction Company, 
now de'unct. For a number of years 
he was president ot the Hagerstown 
HeraJd Publishing Company, and a 
large stockholder. 


Mr. Stouebraker was au active ite- 


publiean from the time of the party's 
organization, being formerly an Old 
Line Whig.

•si-au-h of the North Pole. 


"Shortly before 1 left the Hudson 


K:iv post, some eleven hundred miles 
to ihe north of here, an Indian \\an- 
den-d in one day," said Mr. Irvine, 
"He told of having met during the 
l>re\ious winter a band of Esquimaux 
u'!:o iiad \viih tluiu a uumbei ofbiu»» 
instruments, a. quantity of brass fit- 
tings which they used for making 
huniiug gear, several cooking utensils 
of a (juality unknown to that laud. 
iniu-li cordage and some line water- 
prom' cloth. 


'Mlhough the Indians and Esqui- 


maux are always at odds, he had en- 
tered into communication with them 
and learned something of where they 
had secured their treasures. 


Several years before they had been 


hunting on the shores of the Arc-tic 
Sea wiieii they beheld an apparition 
in i lie sky. It resembled a huge -oom- 
iak' or woman's boat. When it landed 
three men dropped out. They walked 
toward the Esquimaux who were in a 
suite of terror and made a hostile dem 
oust union. 


' One of the white men fired a gun 


and a fight followed in which the Es- 
quimaux were victorious and the three 
whiles lost their lives. 


"For awhile the 'oomiak' was allow- 


ed 10 rest where it had landed, but 
Knall.x cupidity overcame fear and the 
nasives took possession of the outfit. 
Tin \ secured considerable provisions. 
the uims and the ammunition of the 
panv. and the various parts of t h e i 
i'.iiloon itself. 
| 


'The silk envelope Ihey used for 


( l u i i i i i s y , and tents, the cordage with 
\ \ i i H h it was covered they used for 
hi:'poon liueo and dog harness, the 
wooden 
framework — the 
greatest 


treasure ot all—went into the spear 
handles, bous and arrows, and the 
ineuil into snow knives, spear heads 
and fish hooks. 


"The 
brass covered scientific, instru- 


ments they did nor. understand, but 
lin.-/ kept them as medicine, against 
evil spirits. 


"The Esquimaux stated to the Indi- 


an that they had not intended to kill 
the white men, but that in their ter- 
ror had made signals for them not to 
approach. One of the whites misun- 
derstanding their signs, took them to 
mean hostility and opened fire with a 
ride. That started the fight in which 
six or seven natives and the three 
whites were killed. 


"When the Indian reported this af- 


fair to me 1 at once sent him out to 
try and find the wandering tribe again 
their 
meandering 
nature, 
however, 


hart taken them far away, and he was 
not able to locate them. But from 
other Esquimaux he heard parts of 
the saine story, and some of those the 
Indian met had also seen the instru- 
ments, which they are believed to be 
safely cached away. 


"After hearing this story I careful- 


ly questioned every Indian and Esqui- 
maux who came to the post for sup- 
plies, but have not yet been able to 
obtain anything more definite. How- 
ever, the story of the big 'oomiak," is 
traveling through the north and as 
the 
Esquimaux 
are generally very 


truthful there is every reason to be- 
lieve it is the remnants of the ill-fat- 
ed Andre expedition, but that is not 
certain. 


''Everything found in the balloon 


would be most carefully preserved by 
the natives, and I expect one day to 
be able to get hold of the records, 
which may possibly show that Andre 
and not Peary was the first man to 
reach the Pole."

HIS LIFE IN SCHOOL WORK. 


Started to School at Six Yean; Be 


gan to Teach at Fitteea and Hat 


Taufht Sixty Years. 


HI. 


At the close of My school .term in 


the spring of 1848. I entered New 
ford College as a student. The ses- 
sion lasted twenty-two weeks and com- 
prised the only educational advantages 
offered me, except the common school- 
ing. 


The principals of the college were 


Prof. Scherer and Dr. M. D. G. Pfelffer, 
both graduates of the University of 
Heidelberg, Germany. 


The school then had some fifty stu- 


dents ranging from the ages of eight to 
twenty. It was in this school that I 
first seen a blackboard, and what was 
my surprise and astonishment to lis- 
ten to Prof. Scherer, teaching a class 
of boys of eight years of age, the word 
method, and phonics 
! 


I took charge of the Abbottstown 


school and taught it three consecutive 
terms. 
After that I was elected to 


take charge of a school in Paradise 
township, York county. In this school 
the pupils were from six to twenty 
four years of age. and the only school 
I taught in which the larger pupils 
used the New Testament as a text- 
book. 


At that time the township included 


what is now Jackson township and 
then had twenty-one schools. 1 taught 
the Gable school one term. In 1851 
and 18S2. the board of the township 
employed me to examine the appli- 
cants for their schools. 


In 18o4 a new era in school-room 


work began when Henry C. Hickok 
came to the helm as State Superin- 
tendent of Schools. The first improv- 
ed condition was the organization of 
teachers' associations closely followed 
by the county superintendents. 


The first superintendent of Adams 


county was David Wills, then a young 
attorney. 
The first teachers' institute 


was held in Gettysburg in 1855. 
It 


was attended by 35 teachers, including 
myself. So far as known there are 
but four of them living, of whom 1 am 
the only one teaching at present. 


My first provisional certificate was 


granted by David Wills: is No. 20, and 
of date August 7th, 1855. The certi- 
ficate is still in my possession. 


During my 
pedagogical career in 


Adams county, the county superin- 
tendents were Messrs. Wills, Campbell, 
Mcllhenny, Ellis, Wert, Sheely, Tho- 
man and Prof. Roth, the present in- 
cumbent. Mr. Thoman was one of my 
former pupils. 


Those of York county were Messrs. 


Gttinger, Blair. Heiges. Boyd, Wil- 
liams. Brenneman. Kain, Gardner and 
Stine. 


In 1854. I again took charge as prin- 


cipal of the Abbottstown school, and 
with the exception of three terms, 
taught it until 1869. My salary for 
some terms was $52.50 per month. 


At the spring election held in 1869 


two men reputed to be worth $800,000 
each were elected as school directors, 
and at their meeting held in the fol- 
lowing .Tune, reduced the salary of the 
principal from S52.50 to $35 per month. 
I then refused to be an applicant. 


Teachers" institutes prior to 186-1, 


held in Adams county were not well 
attended, but institute work was prin- 
cipally done by teachers, and among 
those who were active in the work, 
were Messrs. Beales, Little, McBride, 
Brown, McClure. Lease. Heltzel. Chron- 
ister. McSherry. Wintrode. Warren. 


Man* *ere not even qualified to teach 
-the three H'»<" 


About 1850 directors took more in- 


terest in schools and in the following 
four tears few teachers were employed 
without an examination. The exami- 
nations were conducted in the presence 
of the directors, and they would de- 
mand a more rigid examination in 
arithmetic than in the other branches 
then taught. 


From 1845 to 1860. spelling bees 


were in great demand. These spelling 
bees created a spirit of emulation be- 
tween pupils of neighboring schools, 
as the contests were generally between 
pupils of two schools. The parents 
were interested in them. Many of the 
boys and girls from 12 to 16 years of 
age were experts at spelling, and my 
opinion is. that there were better spel- 
lers then- than now. The opinion of 
many of our principal educators at 
present is, that spelling and arithme- 
tic are neglected in many of the 
schools at the present time. 


1» one of my local normals I had a 


haudlcss student by name of A. B. 
Mjers. aged about 20 years. He lost 
his hands in a stone quarry by a pre- 
mature explosion in blasting stone. I 
persuaded him to take up penmanship 
which he did and became an excellent 
penman. 


At the close of the term he took the 


examination, secured a school, taught 
one term, and then took the State Nor- 
mal course at Shippeusburg. He then 
taught a number of terms in Penn 
township. York county, and then lo- 
cated in Lancaster county. In 1906 
lie announced himself a candidate for 
Recorder of Deeds in Lancaster county 
and was nominated and elected.
